died at her home, the Methodist Epis- 
copal parsonage,in Dudley,on March 13, 
was a daughter of Mr. and Mrs. W. W 
Sparks and was born near Everett on 
April 11,1868. She was a kind, gentle, 
obedient and industrious child and of 
sweet disposition and during the pas- 
torate of Rev. A. S. Baldwin on the 
Ray's Hill circuit she. at the age of 
thirteen, was converted and joined the 
Baughman church. After spending a 
year in the Ladies' seminary, Birming- 
ham, in August of 1887 she started to 
school at Dickinson seminary, Wil- 
liamsport. Here she met Rev. E. E. 
Barter, who was then a student in that 
institution. 
A year's association in 


this institution resulted in the forming 
of an attachment between them that 
three years later resulted in their mar- 
riage, on tie 25th day of February, 1891. 
Mr. Harter was then junior pastor of 
the Concord circuit, but that spring 
was appointed to the pastorate of the 
Thompsontcwn circuit, in Juniata 
county. 
Here they lived two years, 


then they removed to Schellsburg, this 
county. Three years later they remov- 
ed to Dudley, where they lived almost 
five years. Deceased leaves her hus- 
band and five small children to mourn 
the lo&s of a loving wife and mother. 
She was loved by the people of the 
parish and wherever her husband's 
duties led him. In the early part of 
the year 1900 she became ill with in- 
flammatory rheumatism, which resulted 
in Bright's disease and organic affec- 
tion of the heart 
In the fall of the 


same year these new diseases affected 
her so that she was taken to the Meth- 
odist Episcopal hospital in Philadel- 
phia, where after two months' treat- 
ment she was able toreturn to her home 
and superintend her household. On 
the first day of February she was at- 
tacked with the grip, which aggravat- 
ed her chronic troubles so that after 
six weeks of terrible suffering her life 
peacefully slipped away, after spend- 
ing thirty-two years, eleven months 
and two days in this world. Always 
cheerful,and especially during the days 
of her greatest suffering, death did not 
change the peaceful countenance of 
her facs and the many beautiful flowers 
contributed by the people of the par- 
ish seemed a fit crowning of her sweet 
life. Funeral services were held in the 
church at Dudley on Friday at 1 o'clock, 
conducted by the Rev. E. M. Stevens, 
assisted by the Revs. A. S. Baldwin, of 
Lock Haven; W. J. Sheafler, of Three 
Springs; E M. Aller, of flopewell; C. 
W. Wasson, of Saxton, and J. W. Trim- 
bath, of Eveiett, after which her body 
was interred temporarily in the Dud- 
ley cemetery.

Brosius was elected to the 51st,52d,53d, 
04th, 55th, 50t>h and 57th congresses. 
In the presidential campaign of 1900 he 
was the principal speaker at the last 
grand rally of the Republicans of Bed- 
ford county, held in the court house at 
this place. He was an eloquent orator.

000,000.

£3,000 worth of diamonds were stolen 
from his store and that the thieves 
wrote him a letter offering to return 
the diamonds for $1,000 and threaten- 
ing to kidnap Mr. Edwards' son should 
he refuse to comply with the terms.

Carnegie, which have been made pub- 
lic, tell of the Pittsburg steel king's 
retirement from active business life and 
of his donation of $4,000,000 for the en- 
dowment of a fund for superannuated 
and disabled employees of the Carnegie 
company and $1,000,000 for libraries 
for the employees. This benefaction is 
by far the largest of the many created 
by Mr. Carnegie and ia probably with 
out a counterpart anywhere in the 
world. The fund will in no wise inter- 
fere with the continuance of the sav- 
ings fund established by the company 
fifteen years ago for the benefit of its 
employees. In this latter fund about 
$2,000,000 of the employees'savings are 
on deposit, upon which the company by 
contract pays six per cent, and loans 
money to the workmen to build their 
own homes. Mr.Carnegie has promised

birth, boyhood and soldier days. 


Dr. Enfield has lived and practised

After graduation he located at Cum- 
berland, Md., Flintstone, Md., Clear- 
ville, Bedford county, and for the past 
twenty years he has been located in 
Bedford, with the exception of the 
past five years, part of which time he 
has practised his special treatment for 
diseases of the stomach and lungs in 
New York city. He has been engaged 
in almost continual practice for thirty 
years. About ten years ago he con- 
ceived the idea of curing obstinate 
cases of stomach trouble by mechan- 
ical means, without the use of drugs, 
and proceeded to invent,- improve and 
perfect instrument*"until he now has 
the most complete mechanical system 
for treating the stomach and lungs in 
this or any other country.

"What curious weather!" seems to be 


the observation universally made, am 
yet 1816 was '''the year without a sum 
mer." The old-time New England far 
men used to refer to it as "Eighteen 
hundred and starve to death." Janua 
ry was mild and so was February 
with one or two days' 
exception 


but March Was cold and boisterous 
May opened seasonably warm, bu 
grew colder as it advanced, endin 
with ice and snow and winter coldness 
Buds and blossoms were frozen, ic 
formed half an inch thick and corn wa 
killed. Frost, snow and ice were com 
mon in June and almost everythin 
green was destroyed. Snow fell to th 
depth of three inches in New York an 
Massachusetts and ten inches in Maine 
July was accompanied by frost and o 
the 5th ice formed the thickness o 
window glass in New England an 
part of Pennsylvania and corn an 
nearly all crops were destroyed in som 
sections.

BENJAMIN 
HARRISON. 


Benjamin H a r r i - 
son, former presi- 
dent of the United 
States, was a true 
American—a wise 


statesman, gallant soldier and level- 
headed lawyer. 
His eminent ability 


as a statesman and his lofty patriot- 
ism were conspicuously displayed irg upon 
since he retired from the chief execu- 
tive's chair, although he showed no 
lack of force during his administra- 
tion. He had the courage of his con- 
victions and, as a rule, was in sympa- 
thy with the policy of his party, but 
when it strayed from the path of rec- 
titude General Harrison 
fearlessly 


expressed his opposition to the perni- 
cious principles promulgated by his 
compatriots. 
A notable example of 


his independence of thought and ac- 
tion was his frank condemnation of 
the administration's imperial policy. 
He expressed his disapproval of the 
Porto Kican tariff in no uncertain 
terms, pronouncing it a "grave depart- 
ure from correct principles." He was 
especially opposed to his party's posi- 
tion toward the Boer-British war. His 
mature views on this subjset and the 
much-mooted alliance with England 
have been clearly set forth in some 
valuable artieles published in the lead- 
ing magazines of the country the past 
month or two. 
Putting a patriot's 


proper estimate on the word liberty, 
his heartbeat in sympathy with all peo- 
ples who were oppressed and with voice 
and pen he valiantly championed the 
heroic Filipinos who are fighting for 
freedom, the boon for which their foe 
fought over a hundred years ago. Ben- 
jamin Harrison was true to the tenets 
o( the fathers of his country. He re- 
vered the dear old flag, respected the 
Constitution and relied upon the Decla- 
ration of Independence. 
While on 


some occasions he was a partisan, he 
was firm in his opinions and did not 
allow himself to he swayed by the poli- 
ticians of his party. Benjamin Har- 
rison is dead, but his noble career has 
made a lasting impression for good 
upon the people he served so faithfully. 
His patriotic utterances will never die. 
The following sentiments of the former 
president will live forever in the history 


of our country: 


"The first dirty errand that a dirty 


dollar does is to cheat the working- 


men. 


"Let us not be a world power in any 


save the good old sense, that of a 
nation capable of protecting in all 
cases the just rights of its citizens and 
incapable everywhere of a wanton in- 
fringement of the autonomy of other 
nations. 


"There has been an attempt to as- 


sociate the United States with this pro- 
gramme of civilization upon the theory 
that the "Anglo-Saxon" has a Divine 
concession that covers the earth. This 
appeal to a Divine decree is itself a 
concession to the Anglo-Saxon common 
law rule that the plantiff in ejectment 
must show the title. 


"Is the morality of the motto "My 


country, right or wrong," susceptible 
of defense? Is itnottosay: "Itis right 
to do wrong?"—for the sentiment im- 
plies action. A country at war is very 
intolerant—the home guards more than 
the veterans, and the politicians most 
of all. 


"As there were thirteen original 


states and Dakota will be thirty-nine, 
it will be so appropriate in the centen- 
nial year of the Constitution to multi- 
ply the thirteen by three and show that 
each grandmother has a child by her 
knee. 


"We must not forget that the soldier 


who fights the war does not declare it. 
He must not denounce it, nor must any 
patriot denounce him. 


"One 
dollar voted by the people of 


any school district for the support of 
common schools is worth S10 given out 
of the treasury of the United States. 


"There are a great many people in 


this country who think they under- 
stand the railroad problem in every 
detail. 1 am not one of them. 


"What is the distinction between an 


ambitious politician and a statesman?" 


less Fifty-aixth has conferred upon the 
chief executive authority which a vet- 
eran Eepublican statesman has charac- 
terized as "pure, simple, undiluted, un- 
checked despotism." 


While it1! sins of commission have 


given it an unenviable record, its sins 
of omission have added to its crim- 
son stain upon the Fifty-sixth's es- 
cutcheon. It made no attempt to give 
the laborer relief in the way of shorter 
hours and made no effort to abolish 
government by irjunction; itdid noth- 
ing to reduce the exorbitant railroad 
rates; the president's pledge to protect 
the people from the tyrannical trusts 
was unheeded despite the fact that 
its attention must have been called to 
this evil by the organization ol one of 
the most colossal combines ever form- 
ed in any country; it violated the par- 
ty's pledge to build an inter-oceanic 


nal; no heed was paid to the popular 


demand for the election of United 
States senators bv the people. Besides 
this neglect to perform duties devolv- 


and the enactment of 


vicious legislation, congress attempted 
to pass the saameful ship subsidy bill, 
but was defeated by the Democrats, 
Populists and Silver Eepnblicans and a 
fifty million dollar river and harbor 
bill was "talked to death" by the leader 


of the filibusters, Senator Carter, of 
Montana. 


This, in a nutshell, is the record of 


the Billion Dollar congress. It is Re- 
publicanism, and, of course, will be en- 
dorsed by the party of McKinley, in 
the forum, in the press and at the polls.

pressed and distorted for a time, but 
its existence is immortal—it cannot 


die. 


The conflict is now on between truth 


and falsehood, between right and 
wrong, and the champions of truth, 
undaunted by misfortune and past 
defeats, go into the battle with this 
motto on their banners and fighting 
under which they hope for victory: 


"God 
and Eight." 


For several years past an effort has 


been made by the enemies of justice to 
strangle free labor at the foot of the al- 
tar where it looked for protection, The 
way of free labor has been as sorrow- 
ful as the via dolorosa along which the 
Savior traveled two thousand years 


ago. 
Free labor struggling 
for its 


rights in sorrow and in tears has ex- 
perienced nothing but defeat. 
There 


were times when it seemed of God and 
man forsaken. 
But in the darkest 


hour of sorrow and persecution was 
hidden the germ of a better life and 
more hopeful day, giving it strength 
to still fight on, till now, in the light 
of a new dispensation, it looks hope- 
fully for victory. 


A decision has just been handed 


down from the court of appeals which 
wipes from our statutes one of the 
worst laws that ever disgraced it 
Though based upon a single clause, it 
is far reaching and hopeful in its re- 
sults. 
The walking delegate and 


master workman are no longer a ter- 
ror to the laborer and the mechanic, 
who have nothing but labor for their 
capital. They are brushed aside by 
this most just decision and free labor 
once more stands the owner of itself. 
The people of the United States, at the 
cost of millions of lives and thousands 
of millions of dollars, have declared to 
the world for all time that the foot of 
no slave shall pollute the soil of this 
republic. We made this tremendous 
sacrifice for the redemption of the ne- 
gro. Shall we do less for our own flash 
and blood ? 


There were many public buildings 


being erected throughout the United 
States, the contracts demanding a cer- 
tain class of stone mainly procured 
from the states of Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire, Maine and Vermont. Tbe 
labor unions had a law enacted that all 
stone used in public buildings should 
be dressed in the state where it was 
used and not in the quarries where it 
was produced. This made the cost im- 
mensely more than it would have been 
if the stone was prepared where it was 
quarried and nearly ruined every eon- 
tractor engaged in public work. But it 
was golden ingots for the walking del- 
egate and all of his tribe; not a bit of 
stone could be used within the limits of 
any state unless prepared upon the spot 
where he was acting. Nothing escap- 
ed him. He had the nose of a sleuth- 
hound, the scent of blood was his de- 
light, and he followed it unerringly 
No matter how much suffering and 
loss he caused, like lago in "Othello," 
everything made his game, and he fol- 
lowed it to the end. The maddened 
contractors, who were constantly being 
baited like wild beasts in the arena, 
at last appealed to the lower courts— 
which being affected by popular clam- 
or, decided against their case. There 
was one sheet anchor left—the court 
of appeals, and to it they fled for jus- 
tice. The ablest legal talent in the 
state was engaged m the examination 
the verdict was crushing, the organiza- 
tion that had placed its feet on the 
neck of free labor was thrown out of 
court, and free labor was vindicated as 
the owner of itself for all time. The 
first evidence of the benefit of this 
most just decree on free labor was the 
payment of 5200,000 to a New York eon- 
tractor on public work, the payment of 
which had been enjoined by a walking 
delegate, which compelled the control- 
ler of New York to withhold the money 
from the contractor till this decision 
was rendered by the courts. This also 
will affect millions yet to pay and aug- 
ment the power of free labor for its 
own defense. 


But reform has opened in other lines, 


which makes us look hopefully to the 
future. 
The appointment of Colonel 


Murphy was not received by the gener- 
al public with unqualified satisfaction; 
his alliances were looked on with sus- 
picion; hispolitical friends in the public 
estimation were not the executors of 
good government. 
And hie first ap- 


pointment gave room for a grave suspi- 
cion. The ex-chief of police, Davery, 
had been driven in disgrace from the 
head of the police department; Colonel 
Murphy's first act was to place him 
back in the police department in a more 
powerful and a more profitable posi- 
tion than he enjoyed before. The ap- 
pointment of ex-Chief Devery was a 
shock to the reformers, from which 
they have not yet entirely recovered. 
Colonel Murphy's work, however, has 
been more hopeful of reform and it is 
to be desired that some good_,_may jet 
come out of Nazareth, after all. While 
the reformers are reaching right

blessings extend to thousands of horn » 
that without this-aid would be depend- 
ent on the cold hand of charity." H 
commends itself to every.institution 
where large bodies of men are employ- 
ed, and what is more important than 
all, it makjs free labor master of itself; 
it ends all strikes by appealing to rea- 
son and it puts an end to the walking- 
delegate. 


On the whole,we may look hopefully 


toward the future. 


Within the space of foar years the 


nation baa assumed a responsibility 
never dreamed of at its birth. The 
fathers of the republic— Jefferson, 
Madison, Monroe—and their successors, 
fixed the boundaries of the republic; 
which was a terra incognita almostbe- 
yond human keen.- The existence of 
railroads, steamboats, telegraphs and 
telephones were like ' the -fantastic 
dreams of the prophet, and yet the 
dreams have been realized. In the lan- 
guage of Richelieu,"Through plot and 
counterplot, through loss and gain, 
through glory and disgrace, the stream 
of human happiness glides on." Not- 
withstanding failures, losses and prog- 
nostications of evil, our people may 
look forward without fear. 


The age is experimental; the world 


we live in is new ; much of the knowl- 
edge of the past is comparatively val- 
ueless; everything that concerns man 
must be viewed on a larger and grand- 
er scale than ever before since creation's 
dawn.

WASHINGTON, March 14 ) 


To the People of the United Slates: 


Benjamin Harrison, president of the 


United States from 1889 to 1893, died 
yesterday at 4 45 p m., at his home in 
Indianapolis 
In his death the country 


has been deprived of one of its greatest 
citizens. 
A brilliant soldier in his 


young manhood, he gained fame and 
rapid advancement by his energy and 
valor. As a lawyer he rose to be a 
leader of the bar. In the senate he at 
once took and retained high rank as an 
orator and legislator, and in the high 
office of president he displayed extra- 
ordinary gifts as administrator and 
statesman. In public and private life 
he set a shining example for his coun- 
trymen. 


In testimony of the respect in which 


his memory is held by the government 
and people of the United States, I do 
hereby direct that the flags on the ex- 
ecutive mansion and the several de- 
partmental buildings be displayed at 
Half staff for a period of thirty days 
and that suitable military and naval 
honors, under the orders of the secre- 
tary of war and navy, be read on the 
day of the funeral.

One complication of whooping-cough 


is pneumonia, and it is this which 
makes the disease so dangerous in 
infants. , This complication occurs 
most frequently during the winter 
months; while in summer diarrhoea is 
the more serious complication. It is 
doubtful if medicine is of much value 
in whooping-cough. There are one or 
two drugs which are occasionally 
given to control the spasm when it is 
unusually severe, but they must be 
given only under the direction of the 
physician. 
As a rule, expectorants 


and medicine do more barm than good; 
they upset tbe stomach, especially 
that of an infant, and tbe stomach, 
above all, should be kept in good con- 
dition; as it is upon the strength de- 
rived from its nourishment that the 
biby has to rely to carry it through 
the siege. The thing which has been 
found to give the most 
relief i 


whooping-cough is the inhalation of 
plain or medicated steam; this can be 
accomplished by an ordinary inhaler 
or a kettle which is kept boiling in the 
room at certain intervals, the child 
thus inhaling the moisture-laden air. 
A piece of absorbent cotton or sponge 
may be placed in the spout of the ket- 
tle, on which has been placed the 
medication;' the steam passing through 
the cotton or sponge permeates the 
room with medicated vapor. Creosote 
and cresoline are considered the best 
substances to use for this purpose, a 
•solution of either placed in a dish and 
vaporized over an alcohol lamp making 
a good substitute for the croup kettle; 
cloths wrung out in one of these solu- 
tions and hung up in the room are 
often.helpfnl —Marianna Wheeler, in 
Harper.'s Be zar.

FARMER JACK ADAMS 


of Hli Inaugural Experiences-Ills 


Vtolt 
THIN 


The following despatch from Canton, 


()., appeared in Sunday's Vniladelphia 
Record. Mr. Adams, as noted in a 
recent issue of TUB GAZKI rh, formerly 
lived M, Schellsbnrg: — 


".No, sir, 1 don't want to live in 


T ashington. I had a big time while 
there and would not take S200 for the 
experience wnile in the capital, but I 
guess the farm is the place for me." 
Sj spoke Jack Adams, President Me- 
Kinley's farm tenant. Mr. Adams had 
just come back to his farm home from 
Washington and bis wealth of ex- 
perience and incidents while a guest at 
the White House was fresh in his mind. 


He talked of his trip and gave his 


impressions of tbe capital city, the in- 
auguration, his treatment at tne hands 
of President and Mrs. ilcKinley and 
the White House attaches and told in 
his unique way of the inaugural ball. 
Here is his story: 


"Yes, I went to the inaugural be- 


cause the president did not forget a 
promise made to me. A few weeks ago 
Uieprebideat sent for a barrel of ap- 
pies. I got them in shape and sent 
tnem by freight, because 1 thought it 
would cost him too much to send them 
by express. 


"i sent a letter telling tbe president 


of tne shipment and at the same time 
said if he remembered his promise of 
four years ago I was ready to do my 
part. That's all i told him. What 
was the promise ? Why a short time 
before his first inauguration I was in 
Canton to see the major. He asked 
me if I was going to see him inaugu- 
rated. 


"I told him no, that I could not 


afford it, but I added in a joking way 
that the next time he was inaugurated 
I would go to Washington to see him. 
He said 'All right, i will send you 
transportation.' So that was what I 
meant wben I shipped him the apples. 
A few days before the inauguration I 
go i the pass 


"You see my wife can trust me away 


from home alone, so she did not go 
along. Joseph Alexander, of Minerva, 
went with me. We got rooms at Wash- 
ington and settled Saturday, March 2. 
We went up to see the president. He 
did not keep us waiting 15 minutes, no 
not 10 minutes. He shook hands with 
us and inquired after our families and 
said he was glad to see us. 'You will 
stay right here,' he said to us. I paid 
'Xo, Mr. President, we have rooms en- 
gaged. You have plenty of big people 
to entertain and we will not stay.' 
'Sever mind,' he replied, 'we have 
plenty of room for you and you will 
slay here with me.' 


••That settled it. We stayed and had 


a fine time. Saturday afternoon Mrs. 
McKinley and some ladies were going 
out driving. Sh3 saw me and motion- 
ed to me. I hardly knew what to do, 
but 1 had sense enough to take off my 
hat. 
She said: 
'You are Mr. Adams 


of the farm, are you not?' I said: 
'Yes, m'm.' She said she was glad to 
see me and she inquired about my 
family and whether we were comfort- 
able. 1 told her we were all right and 
had plenty enough to eat. 'The barrel 
of apples you sent were all frozen,' she 
said. I replied I was very sorry, but 
could not help that, as I had taken 
special pains to pack them well. 


"1 told her I did not send them by 


express because I thought it would 
cost her too much. She smiled, talked 
about a few other things and drove 
away. 


••I went to the inaugural ball and 


thought I would stay only a short time, 
but 1 got so interested I'll be blamed 
if it wasn't half-past two o'clock in the 
morning before I left. How did I like 
the dresses worn? 
Well, they were 


this way and this way and cuttohere," 
said Mr. Adams, showing the ball room 
decolette, "and the men had on low- 
cut vests and coats what we used to call 
swallow tails many years ago. Of 
course, those rigs were not the kind 
I'm used to, but they were all right for 
tnem, but not lor me. 


••My friend Alexander and I had a 


good bed and were treated first-class at 
the White House. 
Of course we did 


cot eat with the president. 
That re- 


port is false. We ate with the steward, 
maids, 1 guess, and some other people. 
They had plenty to eat and it was all 
fixed up nice, but then some good coun- 
try dinners suit me just as well. 
The 


table we were at did not have little 
side dishes, like they do at hotels. Near- 
ly every thing was on the table. They 
passed some things, but a fellow could 
have helped himself if he wanted to. 


"I saw the president's horses, but I 


admit the men know better how to take 
care of them than I do. 
I have one of 


the president's torses on the farm now. 
The president told me he had been of- 
fered 81000 for him a short time ago. 
Of course I did not say anything, but I 
thought if be was mine I'd let him go." 


Jack Adams has been tenant on the 


farm now owned by the president 21 
years. 
The property in reality belongs 


to Mrs. McKinley, it having been will- 
ed to her by her late father. The farm 
is 11 miles southeast of Canton, in Col- 
umbiana county. 
Mr. Adams says the 


McKinleys have not visited the place 
for about sijc years. 
"I farm on the 


half," said Farmer Adams. "The p 
ident owns half of all the stock. We 
now have 11 horses, 33 cattle and other 
stock. 
I never get any orders from 


the president. 
He allows me to run 


the place as I want to. I keep a record 
of all products and all sales, and bet- 
tie with him occasionally."

which now is well known to everybody. 
It may be interesting to recall that 
the grip, or old-time "influenza," is 
due to a specific poison, the bacillus of 
Pfeiffer, which, while it is claimed by 
some to be uninfluenced by soil,climate, 
season or atmospheric changes, yet 
these conditions do materially affect 
the individual as related to suscepti- 
bility. 


There is much yet to be learned re- 


garding the manner of development of 
these remarkable outbreaks of influ- 
enza. It has been definitely establish- 
ed that with this infection one attack 
does not carry with it

S. Lewon for Hue* 24, 
JESUS CRUCIFIED AND BDRIBD. 


Lnke 38:85-53. 


GOLBES THXT—"Christ died for onr sins 


according to the ncriptnreB." 1 Cor. 15:3. 


Tbe Jews took Jesus: and He went 


out bearing the cross for Himself unto 
the place called the place of a skull, 
which is called in Hebrew Golgotha, 
where they crucified Him and with 
Ilim two others, on either side one 
and Jesus in the midst. And Pilate 
wrote a title also and put it on the 
cross. And there was written, Jeans 
of Nazareth, the King of the Jews. 


This title therefore read many of 


the Jews, lor the place where Jesus 
was crucified was nigh to the city and 
it was written in Hebrew and in Latin 
and in Greek. The chief priests of the 
Jews said to Pilate, "Write not The 
Eing of the Jews, but that He said, I 
am King of the Jews." Pilate an- 
swered, "What I have written I have 
written." 


The soldiers, when they had cruci- 


fied Jesus, took His garments and 
made four parts, to every soldier a 
part; and also the coat: now the coat 
was without a seam, woven from the 
top throughout. 
They said, therefore, 


one to another, "Let us not rend it, 
but cast lots for it, whose it shall be:" 
that the scripture might be fulfilled, 
which saith, "They parted my gar- 
ments among them and upon my ves- 
ture did they cast lots." 


These things, therefore, the soldiers 


did. But there were standing by the 
cross of Jesus His mother and His 
mother's sister, Mary, the 
wife of 


Cleopbas,and Mary Magdalene. When 
Jesus saw His mother and the dis- 
ciple standing by, whom He loved, 
He saith unto His mother, "Woman, 
behold thy son!" Then saith He to 
the disciple, "Behold thy mother!" 
And from tbat hour the disciple took 
her unto his own home. 


After this Jesus, knowing that all 


things are now finished, that the 
scripture 
might 
be accomplished, 


saith, "I thirst." There was set there 
a vessel full of vinegar; so they put a 
sponge full of the vinegar upon hyssop 
and brought it to His mouth. When 
Jesus had received the vinegar He 
said, "It is finished;" and He bowed 
His head, and gave up His spirit. 


The Jews, because it was the Prepa- 


ration, that tbe bodies should not re- 
main on the cross upon the Sabbath 


(for 
the day of that Sabbath was an 


high day) asked of Pilate that their 
legs might be broken and that they 
might be taken away. The soldiers 
came and brake the legs of the first 
and of the other which was crucified 
with Him; but wben they came to 
Jesus and saw that He was dead al- 
ready, they brake not His legs; how- 
beit one of the soldiers with a spear 
pierced His side and straightway there 
came out blood and water. 


And he that hath seen hath borne 


witness and his witness is true: and 
he knoweth that he saith true, that 
ye also may believe. For these things 
came to pass, that the scripture might 
be fulfilled, "A bone ol Him shall not 
be broken." And again another scrip- 
ture saith, "They shall look on Him 
whom they pierced." 


And after those things Joseph ol 


Arimathea, being a disciple of Jesus, 
but secretly lor fear of the Jews, asked 
of Pilate that he might take away the 
body of Jesus, and Pilate gave him 
leave. He came, therefore, and took 
away His body. And there came also 
Nicodemus, he who at the first came 
to Him by night. So they took the 
body of Jesus and wrapped it in a 
linen cloth and laid Him in a tomb 
that was hewn in stone, where never 
man had yet lain.

One of the Tcmn of Life on the Iithmw 


at TehrnuMpee. 


"I guess 1 am the only living man 


that has been bitten by the nevillo, a 
venomous lizard of the 
, isthmus of 


Tehuantepcc," said William W. Cloon, 
a New Yorker with Central American 
experiences. "This lizard Is of the Qlla 
monster family and Is a horrid looking 
reptile of a mottled liver color and 
Is from six to ten Inches long. Its bite 
Is deadly, and, as I said, I am the only 
person known who has lived after be- 
ing bitten. It was a case of nip and 
tuck, though, and 1 didn't get over it 
for two months, or-more. 


"The brute bit me out of pure malice, 


for I wasn't doing a thing to It I had 
a coffee plantation down on the Isth- 
mus several years ago and Just be- 
fore the hot season began, which was 
in March, I had as my guest Dr. Fer- 
gus MacDonald of the Smithsonian 
Institution, who was in that country in 
the interest of science. While he was 
with me we received an invitation to 
visit the great plantation of Dr. Pedro 
Argnilles, one of the most prominent 
men of that country, and we went to 
his hacienda near Mlnltltlan. 
The 


ladies of the family had all gone to 
Mexico City, and as the weather was 
hot we men loafed around in our py- 
jamas, the upper garment of which is 
a big sleeved affair called a camisa, 


"One day Dr. MacDonald and I had 


adjourned to the patio or court of the 
building, and while I lay In the grass 
talking to him he was busy greasing 
and putting into shape his gun's and 
revolvers. 
He was six or eight feet 


away from me, and 1 was lying with 
my head propped up OD my arm, from 
which the sleeve had slipped, leaving it 
exposed to the elbow, which rested on 
the grass. Of course neither of us was 
thinking about reptiles or other dan- 
gers right there in <he court of the 
building. 
Suddenly, as 1 talked, the 


doctor threw his hand up in warning, 
and I knew that whatever It was he 
saw there was danger In my moving, 
and 1 must keep still. So 1 kept as 
steady as 1 could, and then 1 felt some- 
thing go up my arm toward my head 
and stop near ray wrist. 


"1 couldn't see what it was, but 1 


knew something about tropical reptiles 
and I kepi perfectly quiet while the 
doctor caught np one of bis revolvers 
and threw a couple of cartridges into 
it. He aimed across my body and fired, 
and as 1 Jumped to my feet a uevillo 
at least seven inches long fell writhing 
to the ground, shot through the head. 
The bullet bad gone OD into my arm 
and came out at the elbow and I was 
bleeding. 
Between the bullet marks, 


though, were tbe fang marks where the 
nevillo had stuck its 'eetb into my arm, 
and 1 told tbe doc-tor i thought it had 
got me. As soon as he saw it he gave 
me some kind of a hypodermic injec- 
tion In the left leg, tbe ngbt arm hav- 
ing been bitten, and at once took his 
knife and slashed me across the fang 
marks. Into the wounds of my arm 
he poured a bottle of concentrated 
ammonia. 
Almost instantly after I 


had been bitten 1 began to grow dizzy 
and to see what seemed to me to be 
clouds of light smoke, and when tbe 
ammonia struck me 1 keeled over in a 
dead faint. 


"Five days later 1 awoke In a mud 


bath by tbe riverside, my body twice 
its normal size and my tongue sticking 
out of my mouth. They bad carried 
me there as soon as I fainted, and 
night and day my guide and his daugh- 
ter had been watching by me, with 
fires at night to keep off the animals 
from the jungle. Every 12 hours my 
arm was lifted from the mud and 
cleansed, and on these occasions It was 
always found to be of a green color. 
As soon as 1 returned to consciousness 
I was carried to the liousc and put to 
bed, 
and there for two weeks I re- 


mained and then went down to the 
coast and up to the well known hot 
springs, where i was treated for two 
months until every bit of the venorn 
had left my body. During It all I suf- 
fered no pain, nor have I ever felt the 
slightest Inconvenience since. 
What 


effect tbe bullet wound in the arm had 
I don't know. Possibly the blood that 
came from the bullet wounds saved 
me. Anyhow something happened that 
never happened to any other person 
bitten by a nevillo, or 1 wouldn't be 
here to tell tbe story." 


Mr. Cloon bared his arm for the ben- 


efit of the listeners, and if an arm ever 
looked as if it bad been through a bard 
campaign tbat one did. It was scarred 
as if burnt with hot irons and covered 
from the elbow down with all kinds of 
peculiarly shaped mottled spots of 
about the same color as the lizard.— 
New York Sun.

the "Golden Rule." 


There is no rule laid down for men 


more important, more worthy of dis- 
cussion than this law of conduct 
toward others. An allusion to the 
origin of the rule was published in 
this column one week ago. Scores of 
clergymen of various religious beliefs 
have written to us on the subject The 
letters, of deepest interest, shall all be 
published in time. 


We discuss to-day the difference be- 


tween the old and the new, the nega- 
tive and the positive form of the 
golden rule, the teaching of Confucius 
—which means stagnation—and the 
teaching of Christ, 
which means 


progress. 


"Do not do to others whatyou would 


not have them do to you." 


That, to the ordinary mind, seems 


reasonable and sufficient. 
Even the 


lofty intellect of Confucius accepted 
this negative form of virtue. 


Passive virtue was taught 
until 


Christ came. 


Tbe old wise men said, "You would 


not like to be robbed, or struck, or 
murdered—therefore do not rob or 
murder." 


But Christ said, "Do to others what 


you would want them to do to you. 
It is not enough to refrain from hurl- 
ing others. 
You must actively help 


them. If you were poor and hungry 
you would want to be helped. 
So 


while you have plenty, help these who 
are poor and hungry. 


Vast is the difference between tie 


old negative teaching and the Golden 
Rule of Christ. 


Christ is the law of 
progressive 


morality. It is the law of active re- 
ligion. 


The old law was stagnation. 
The 


new law of Christ is motion. 


We believe sincerely that upon this 


one law is based not alone the growth 
of religious power and feeling, but all 
tbat is good in our still defective civil- 
ization.—New York Journal.
